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Decline of Horses

Statistics seem to indicate that the auto- 
mobiles, the tractor and the truck are grad- 
ually bringing the American horse to the 
verge of race suicide. 

According to figures compiled by the Chi- 
eago Tribune, there are now 17,500,000 horses 
in the United States, while in 1918 there 
were as many as 21,500,000. Not only this, 
but the number of mules has decreased ten 
per cent since 1920 and the average age of 
horses and mules now in’ existence is greater 
Forty-three per cent of all 


than formerly. 
‘arms are ten years of age or 


horses on the f 
older, while but eleven per cent are under 
four years of age. This shows that eolt pro- 
duction has dropped off, and it is said that 
only about one-half as many were foaled in 
1924 as in 1918. 

But the decline in number has not increased 
the value per head. For the average value of 
horses has dropped from $97 five years ago 
to $63 at the present time. In Missouri are 
only 793,000 horses as against 906,000 a year 
ago and the average value per head is but 
$46. In Kansas four years ago there were 
a million horses. Now the number has drop- 
ped to 850,000. ; 

The general decline in the number and 
value of horses is blamed on the gasoline 
motor, All experts, however, do not regard 
the sifnation as pessimistic from the stand- 
point of the horse. Some authorities believe 
that the country is on the verge of a horse 
shortage and that higher prices will prevail 
within the next few years. 

The automobile seems to have supplanted 
old Dobbin to a considerable extent, but it 
is too early to say that Dobbin’s day has 
passed. He is still a pretty useful and relia- 
ble creature to have- around.

Recognition for Russia Far Away 


(South Pasadena Courier) 

The present national administration is flatly 
opposed to the recognition of Soviet Russia 
and the extension of American. loans to that 
country because the communist government is 











a disturber of the world peace and an ineiter | 


to war, according to W. R. Castle, Jr., chief 
of the division of Western European Affairs, 
in an address delivered at Williamston, Mas- 
sachusétts, Institute of Politics. 

Mr. Castle said that probably no bankers in 
America would make the request, but if any 
banker should consult the Department of State 
as to a loan to the soviet government of Rus- 
sia the answer would be a prompt refusal. He 
declared that the United States does not pre- 
tend to dictate the form of government which 
any country should have, but it does not pro- 
pose to recognize any government which re- 
pudiates its international obligations and in- 
terferes with the economic and political sys- 
tems of other countries. 

Declaring that the Russian government has 
employed agents to stir up trouble in the 
United States, Mr. Castle said that the Euro- 
pean nations have gained little by recognition 
of the soviet except an army of propagan- 
lists who attempt to undermine the govern- 
ments whose guests they are. 

Mr. Castle declared that the aim of Ameri- 
ean policy toward Europe was ‘‘helpfulness 
interference, ¢0-opera- 
tion without entanglement, avoidance of prom- 
ises which eannct be fulfilled, and scrupulous 
It was our pur- 
pose, he went on, to promote permanent peace 
based on “‘sympathetie understanding of com- 
mon problems and recognition of national 
rights.’’ 

Declaring that our policy must always rTe- 
main thoroughly American, based on the fun- 
damental interests of the United States, he 
said: 

‘<Only sentimentalists will find fault with 
the government for this attitude, because only 
they could make the absurd claim that the 
Aemrican people elect their President primar- 
ily to promote the interests of other countries. 
In the final analysis the protection and pro- 
motion of the permanent interests of this 
country by the government is best for the 
world at large.”’

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Regulating the Horn 
(Ann Arbor Times-News) 

A new ordinance in Detroit will remove the 
automobile horn from the category of modern 
amusement devices and place it where it be- 
longs, with the necessary evils. 

Hereafter, the auto horn is to be regulated. 
It may be sounded at corners, and no doubt 
will be permitted to be heard when the heed- 
less driver ahead is backing into the machine 
behind, but it will serve no longer as a kind 
of twentieth century bagpipe for the motorist 
with restless fingers, a perverted sense of 
harmony and an exaggerated idea of his own 
importance. 

‘The new ordinance strikes directly at the 
symphony of impatience that frequently is 
rendered when a stop signal holds up a long 
line of cars. Fines and jail sentences are to 
be provided for the man who sits on the horn 
button as a means of expressing his intoler- 
ance when the car ahead gets in his way on 
account of a car head which is held up by 
another that has been stopped by a red light. 

It was time something was done to abolish 
the pernicious practice. Other cities un- 
doubtedly will fall in line with Detroit, until 
the auto horn oceupies an incidental place, as 
it should, in the motor world and ceases to be 
a public nuisance. 

Is it not reasonable, after all, to expect the 
perpetrators of the symphony of impatience to 
be treated scientifically in some institution 
established for the care of imbeciles? Is the 
man who toots his horn at a red light a crimi- 
nal or just plain idiot? However, this is’ a 
detail to be worked out later. The gratify- 
ing thing is that something has been done to 
suppress him, and may the good work go on.
